Pelham sends out 
calls to legal eagles

PELHAM - Town council 
put its lawyers to work on 
two property use issues. 

In the case of 820 Canboro 
Rd., it will ask whether “por¬ 
table” means physically 
moving something or meta¬ 
phorically changing a use of 
a building. 

For 2150 Centre St., it will 
seek a legal interpretation 
in the case of the unwanted 
sidewalk slabs. 

For the Fenwick prop¬ 
erty, St. Catharines lawyer 
Tom Richardson asked town 
council to reconsider its 
three-year extension of per¬ 
mission to use a converted 
garage as a granny suite. 

Paul and Audra Zamora 
set up a unit for her aging 
parents. This is the third 
time the family has applied 
for a variance and paid fees 
for it. 

Richardson told coun¬ 
cil the planning act allows 
council to permit a 10-year 
change. 

Recently, the province 
changed the act to allow for 
20 years. 

He asked council to 
grant a 20-year extension 
to remove the uncertainty 
the family faces each time it 
applies for a variance every 


three years. 

He said it imposes a cost 
along with an anxiety that a 
new council won’t approve 
it. 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley 
pointed out that the plan¬ 
ning act referred to a por¬ 
table unit. A former garage 
was not portable, he said. 

Richardson said St. 
Catharines council faced a 
similar situation. Its inter¬ 
pretation was that the use of 
the building was “portable.” 
It could be carried away 
once the granny suite was 
not the required use. 

Council turned the matter 
over to staff to get an opin¬ 
ion from its lawyer. 

Meanwhile, town staff 
brought a report to coun¬ 
cil’s general committee 
after studying a complaint 
by a Centre St. resident in 
North Pelham against his 
neighbour who is building 

Ward 1 Coun. Larry Clark 
said there are four versions 
of how a cement slabs got 
on the site and in a berm. 

Mayor Dave Augustyn 
said the town should talk 
to its lawyer to get clarity 
before making a decision on 
its next step.

A $5.7-million recon¬ 
struction of the street, 
which took more than a 
year and a half, neared its 
end with the laying of a 
final stretch of pavement 
earlier in the week. 

Local municipal, pro¬ 
vincial and federal lead¬ 
ers marked the occasion 
by cutting three caution- 
tape ribbons at Welland 
Rd., Pancake Ln. and A.K. 
Wigg public school before 
the beginning of the Canada 
Day Grand Parade. 

The project included the 
replacement of the road 
surface, watermains, sewer 
lines and sidewalks along 
with the addition of a side¬ 
walk along the west side of 
the street. It involved trim¬ 
ming down rising in the 
pitching roadway and deal¬ 
ing with unground water 
problems. 

A pedestrian controlled 
traffic signal was placed in 
front of A.K. Wigg School. 
During the summer raised 
cross walks will be installed 
to along the road to com¬ 
plete the work. 

The Canada Day parade

T he summer holidays hit some of us 
a little late this year. 

Children stayed in school almost right 
up to Canada Day, last Friday. 

Now, a week later parents and grand¬ 
parents wonder what to do with the litde

The Niagara Cancer Brief 2011 
dispelled the perception held 
by some that Niagara’s cancer 
rates exceed provincial averages. 
It noted that over half the new 


cancers and cancer deaths are 
attributable to lung, colorectal, 
female breast and prostrate 
cancers. 

The death rates to cancer have 
been steady or decreasing over 
time due in part to improved 
screening and treatments. 

Most notable, more than half 
of new cancer cases could be 
prevented with the adoption of 
healthy lifestyle changes such

I ike planned, the Canada Day 
1 JParade returned to the newly 
reconstructed Haist Street lastweek 
It was wonderful to see the hundreds 
of families who gathered to celebrate 
Canada's 144th Birthday on July 1st 

You will recall that as one of 
Pelham’s most-used collector roads, 
the two kilometres of Haist Street from 
Canboro to Welland Road desperately 
required reconstruction. 

The $5.7 million reconstruction 
included added-width for bicycles, 
sidewalks on both sides of the street 
four raised crosswalks to calm the 
traffic, and a pedestrian-priority 
crossing signal in front of A.K. Wigg 

The replacement of the cast iron 
watermains has improved drinking 
water quality and system resiliency. 


The reconstruction eliminated the 
potential ofroad washouts and 
helps to protect the environment by 
replacing the wide ditches with an 
underground storm water system. 

It is hue that the work has taken 
nearly 20 months to complete. 

Council agreed to break the project 
into two phases so that we could take 
advantage of significant federal and 

funding that stipulated a certain “start 
date.” 

That’s why the first phase began 
in November2009 and included 
the sanitary sewer relocation near 
Welland Road The hi$i water table 
delayed completion until March 2010; 
the contractor needed to “de-water” 
the area before crews could replace the 
large sewers. I sympathize deeply with 
the residents who live directly in that 
area; their lives have been impacted 
by noise, dust, and considerable 
inconvenience for a long time. 

The second phase began in April, 
2010. You will recall that the contractor 
paved the base layer of asphalt in the 
section North of Pancake Lane (to 
Canboro Road) in late November 
2010. Work on the section South of 


Pancake Lane (to Welland Road) 
was much more complicated, again, 
because of the high water table and 
the required “dewatering.” The 
contractor just paved the southern half 

The remaining work includes 
completing the sodding, paving 
the top-coat of asphalt, cutting the 
road and installing the four raised 
cross-walks, assessing and fixing 
deficiencies, and planting trees. 

I do also want you to know 
that Kelly Walsh, Director of 
Community and Infrastructure 
Services, assured council at our 
June 27 meeting that the project 
was "tracking to tender” - i.e.: well- 
within the tendered amount agreed 
upon by council. 

Finally, with the project

healthy diet. 

Over the time period from 
2000 to 2007 there were 19,511 
newly diagnosed cases of cancer 
in Niagara and 9,016 deaths. A 
Niagara anomaly to provincial 
averages was a spike in prostrate 
cancer in 2006 but 2007 data 
returned to the provincial norm. 
The only other anomaly was that 
males experienced a higher rate of 
lung cancer in 2004 and 2007 due 
probably to the fact that smoking 
rates are higher in Niagara than 
the provincial average. 

The report on ultraviolet 
radiation (UVR) and skin cancer 
protection served as a background 
for the later report on artificial 
tanning. UVR is commonly noted 
for the link to skin cancer but also 
can cause a number of health 
effects including sun bums, 
cataracts, premature skin aging 
and weakening of the immune 

Skin cancers can include 
basal cell melanoma, squamous 
cell melanoma and malignant 
melanoma. The latter is the most 
serious as it can spread to other 
organs and cause death. It is the 
second highest cancer in the age 
15 to 34 range. While tanning 
does increase vitamin D in the 
body it is far safer to consume 
salmon, fortified milk or vitamin D 
supplements. 

The report on artificial tanning 
led to two delegations from 
individuals who operate tanning 
salons. I responded to and visited 
the business of one of the presenters 
who informed me that there was a 
wide range of service providers with 
an equally wide range of standards. 
Likewise there was a wide range of 
practice with regard to young people 
under the age of 18 using tanning 
salons. A public health scan of 
Niagara indicated at least 80 tanning 
establishments in Niagara. While 
Health Canada has established 
guidelines, protocols and signage 
for tanning salons, there is no 
enforcement in place. 

I was told that many salons that 
exclusively have tanning beds 
subscribe to an association and do 
respect guidelines and protocols 
including, m many cases, the 
parental written approval for tanning 
young people under age 18.

Few cash buyers: Wherefore art thou? 


The number of sales and 
new listings reported in Pelham 
during the month of June 2011 
were both lower compared to 
June of last year 

According to the MLS - 

Association of REALTORS - there 
were 15 sales compared to 25 
last year representing a drop of 
40% for the month. Year-to-date 
sales stand at 87 transactions - 
down 22% from the level of 112 
units recorded during the first 
half of last year 

There were fewer new listings 
added to the local inventory 
with 42 single femily homes 
placed on the market in June 
2011 compared to 46 in June of 
2010. Theyear-to-datetotalof 
249 new listings continues to 
run 8% above last year’s tally of 
230units. 

Despite the low level of 
activity the average price in 
Pelham is soaring The average 
sale price for single femily

homes in June was $397,833 - 
up from the monthly average of 
$353,586 reported in May. The 
12 month average sale price 
has reached a record high of 
$333,290 representing a 3.6% 
increase from the June 201012 
month average of $321,581. 

It is important to not get 
distracted by this bubble of 
hyper price acceleration as the 
figure Is skewed by two critical 
compositional fectors. 

During the month of June 
one of the highest local MLS 
sales figures to date - $1,250,000 
was recorded, dramatically 
impacted the already smaller 
relative monthly sample size. 

Furthermore, it is the higher 


end price ranges that generally 
appear to be performing 
better in our current market 
conditions. Ofthe 15 sales 
reported in June, 60% had sales 
prices in access of $300,000. In 
comparison, this same price 
category represented 50% of 


June 2011. 

The lower activity in the more 
traditional 'move up' price 
ranges is leading to lengthening 
times on the market and a 
surplus in conditional offers. 

A cash buyer seems to 
have become somewhat of an 
endangered species and more 
than ever‘cash is king'in our 
local marketplace.

One in four in the age 18 to 34 year olds 
reported use of artificial tanning with 
females tanning far more than males. 

I was surprised to learn that a gradual 
exposure to tanning does not decrease 
the effect of the ultraviolet rays. It may 
lessen the likelihood of a sore sunburn 
but does not lessen the damage of the 
UVR. 

While we can take some comfort in 


knowing that the Niagara cancer rates 
are not generally different than the 
province, it seems that we stiff have 
some behavioural changes to make 
with regard to tanning either through 
sunlight or artificial tanning.

Farmers to get 
fire safety guide 


ForPelhamNEWS 

Everyone associated with the design and 
operation of a farm building should have 
fire safety in mind, says Pelham fire preven¬ 
tion officer Saskia Holditch. 

“A large part of Pelham is agricultural" 
says Holditch “Some may be small, others 
large operations, with different types of agri¬ 
cultural activities but fire prevention and 
preparation should be a concern for all" 

With that in mind the Pelham Fire 
Department will deliver a fire safety guide 
door-to-door to farms throughout the 
town. Extra copies are available at Pelham 
Fire Station No. 1 at 177 Highway 20 W. in 
Fonthill. 

Farm operators need to consider the 
safety of their family, workers and animals, 
she said. Extensive financial loss and busi¬ 
ness interruption are critical reasons to 
follow fire safety best practices. 

Farm buildings present a unique fire risk 
situation, she said in a news release. 

For example, some forms are very large 
or have wet, corrosive environments where 


normal electrical installations are not safe 
enough 

There are cost effective ways to improve 
the fire safety characteristics of a building, 
particularly at the design stage. 

Many of the leading causes of bam fires 
have been identified: mechanical/electrical 
failure, misuse of ignition source or ignit¬ 
ing equipment and design, construc¬ 
tion or maintenance deficiency. 

The farming community needs to 
take action to address these causes, she 
said. 

It means separating high-risk areas 
from the rest of the building, properly 
constructing and maintaining fire stops 
and implementing a training program 
are some of the ways to reduce the 
impact of fire on the farm. 

The booklet also includes a checklist 
to assess the risk on a farm.

Toyo adds 
green tires

Toyo Tires has added a new 
tire specifically designed for 
hybrids and other environmen¬ 
tally friendly vehicles. 

The Eco joins Toyo’s Versado 
line of luxury all-season tires. 
The company says it provides 
a combination of innovative 
technology to help lower fuel 
consumption and materials 
friendly to the environment in 
production to lessen the tires’ 
impact on the environment, 
without sacrificing tread life or 


Eco features high silica con¬ 
tent in the tread compound 
in combination with a highly 
reactive polymer and a natu¬ 
rally derived material the com¬ 
pany calls Green Powder. The 
Green Powder and the poly¬ 
mer improve the dispersion of 
the silica, reducing friction and 
lowering rolling resistance. 

To reduce the tires’ envi¬ 
ronmental impact during the 
manufacturing process, Toyo 
Tires uses what it calls Eco 
Circle Fibers - recycled poly¬ 
ester cord - to the tire’s casing 
construction.

HYBRIDS RECALLED 

Toyota is recalling a total 
of 2,981 vehicles (1,505

bined are being recalled in 
the U.S. 

Toyota says the Intelligent 
Power Module (IPM) located 
inside the hybrid system 
inverter contains a control 
board with transistors. Some 
transistors were inadequately 
soldered and could be dam¬ 
aged from heat caused by 
a large current flow during 
high-load driving. If damage 
occurs, various warning 
lamps will illuminate on the 
instrument panel. Toyota says 
that in most cases the vehicle 
will enter a fail-safe driving 
mode, resulting in reduced 
power in which the hybrid 
can still be driven for short 
distances. 

Toyota is notifying owners 
in July, 2011. The automaker 
will have the IPM replaced at 
no cost if it deems a replace¬ 
ment necessary.

It would provide opportuni¬ 
ties for people to participate 
in the community, improve 
health and well-being and 
“create an image that Pelham 
is a desirable place to live, work 
and plan," he said. 

He praised PALZ a dog 
owners volunteer group which 
helps to start and police parks 
and helps town staff maintain 

However, he said there are 
a number of issues including 
size, location, maintenance 
and cost. 

It would require five acres 
with amenities such as 
benches, refuse locations 
and buffer zones along with 
parking. 


The town does not have 
“a passive area of the size 
required." 

While volunteers may pro¬ 
vide maintenance at the begin¬ 
ning, "the level of volunteers 
drop off through time and staff 
would be responsible for the 
collection and disposal of feces 
as well as surface maintenance 
within the enclosure,” he said 
in the report 

He estimated the cost of 
establishing a permanent dog 
park at $100,000. 

It would include parking 
facilities, park amenities such 
as benches, trash receptacles 
and signage as well as fencing 

Ted Bettle, manager of 
Welland and District Humane 
Society, sent a letter express¬ 
ing concerns about leash-free 

They include a lessening 
of volunteer involvement, 
spread of canine disease, dog 
fights, annoyance of neigh¬ 
bours and passersby, poop 
and scoop problems as a 
health issue. 

“In theory, the park is a 
good idea,” Bettle wrote. “In 
practice, the successful opera¬ 
tion of a leash free park often 
falls short of the expectation of 
all concerned." 

The committee's recom¬ 
mendation goes to town coun¬ 
cil July 18.
